Brainerd has never seen such a 
demonstration as was witnessed on 
Tuesday evening last. 
The people of 
Brainerd and Crow W ing county have 
discovered that 
the distinguished 
descendant of old Tippecanoe, of all 
the candidates whose names were 
presented at the Chicago convention, 
was their choice for president. From 
the day on which he was nominated 
up to t he present time the enthusiasm 
has steadily increased and it cul­ 
minated in 
the demonstration 
of 
Tuesday evening. 
It was the first 
big gun of the season for Brainerd 
and even the elements smiled on the 
affair. 
Thousands of men, women 
and children on the streets, with wav­ 
ing flags and bands of music were 
some of the outward signs of jubilee. 
For some days the committee had 
been laboring to complete the ar­ 
rangements. Incoming t rains 1 >rought 
people from Vemdale, with their 
suberb 
band, 
\Y adena, 
Motley, 
Gull River, Little Falls, Fort Rip- 
ley, Aitkin and other neighboring 
towns. 
Long before the meeting the 
mammoth opera house was tilled to 
overflowing and the spectacle was an 
impressive one, a veritable sea of faces. 
The stage was draped in the national 
colors and over it a glorious canopy 
of stars and stripes, and the effect was 
like several Fourths of July thrown 
together. 
THE PROCESSION, 
One of the notable features of the 
demonstration was the splendid pro­ 
cession which formed in front of 
Sleeper block, in which the Republi­ 
can headquarters are located, at 8:15 
p. m. 
The Vemdale band of eighteen 
pieces headed the column, directly 
behind them came the Brainerd band 
Immediately following 
the bands 
came the Harrison and Morton march­ 
ing club in new uniforms with torcht*s 
and in the rear a hundred loyal Re­ 
publicans who were unable to procure 
uniforms in time to fall in with the 
marching club. 
Numerous transpar­ 
encies with mottoes indicative of Re­ 
publican triumph this fall were also 
a feature. Sidewalks, streets windows 
and housetops were covered with 
spectators and cheers greeted them at 
every turn 


AT THE OrEP.A HOUSE. 
At 9 o'clock the vanguard of the 
procession entered the opera house to 
the Cheering music from the band 
Suspended from the stage was a large 
portrait of Benjamin Harrison in full 
view of the audience, and with all 
truth it can be said that he was the 
most distinguished guest of the even­ 
ing. 
On the stage were the Hon. R. 
G. Horr, Capt. C. L. Spaulding, Judge 
Fleming, J. J. Howe and others. Mr. 
Spaulding, president of the Republi 
can club, finally arose and in fitting 
terms opened the meeting. 
After 
alluding to the importance of the 
present campaign, and the signs of 
victory that pervaded the very air. he 
introduced the speaker of the even­ 
ing, the Hon. Roswell G. Horr. 
The 
cheering was deafening as Mr. Horr 
stepped to the front of the platform 
His speech in substance was as fol­ 
lows: 
A man would be peculiarly con 
stituted who would be unmoved by a 
greeting like this. 
I expected a fair 
turnout, not all Brainerd and all crea 
tion besides. 
What little there is of 
me, I am a Republican, and I shal 
discuss issues,to-night from a Repub 
lican standpoint. 
1 also want to say 
to every Demcrat here to-night, I am 
going to tell you the truth. 
I have 
been a Republican so long I could not 
tell anything else. 
I was a delegate 
to the Republican convention at Chi 
cago. 
I would like to have nominated 
a soldier of my own state. 
The con 
vention overruled me, but just as gooc. 
a soldier was nominated after all 
There were many things done at that 
convention of which Americans may 
be proud. 
For one thing, they sent a 
message to that great chieftain who 
has just fought the greatest battle o 
his life since the one he fought when 
he made that famous ride to Win 
cheater. 
Another thing was to send 
congratulations to the great nation oi: 
Brazil, which had 
just abolished 
slavery. 
And so was liberated the 
last slave on American soil. 
It is 
good to belong to a party that always 
stands up for liberty. 
Did anybody 
notice the message of our present 
president to the nation of Brazil? He 
said he hoped they would find the fu­ 
ture would bear them out in what they 
had 
done. 
[Laughter.] 
Another 
thing that was said in that platform 
was 111 favor of the freedom of the 
ballot box. 
In several localities of 
this country they have tried to thwart 
the will of the people. 
They tried it 
in Cincinnati, and several Democrats 
were sent to the penotentiary. 
They 
tned it in Chicago and several more 
Democrats were sent up. 
Strange 
that it is always the Democrats that 
do this. 
The next question was the great 
question of protection to American 
industry. 
That convention said that 
they were in favor of building up 
America first and the rest of the world 
afterwards. 
It said Americans should 
run America. 
Now, when Harrison 
was nominated I never heard a peep 
from England in favor of him. When­ 
ever I hear of England wanting any­ 
thing for us in a commercial way, that 
is always just what I don't want. 
I 
have always found England looking 
out for herself, and never looking out 
for anybody else. 
Look at the way 


she has treated Ireland, and driven 
her people to beggary. 
And it is be­ 
cause sho has done that, that Irishmen 
when they come over here do not vote 
the way that England would like them 
to vote. 
I believe in protecting 
American industries. 
I favor a pro­ 
tective tariff because it enables us to 
pay our workingmen more than the 
get anywhere else. 
But do you thin 
that is robbing the people? 
I wonder 
if anybody is here who believes that? 
The bounty on salt in one state made 
the industry grow. 
The tariff was 
soon put on and the bounty was re­ 
pealed. 
The theory which they 
claim is that 50 cents a barrel was 
added to the cost of salt. 
But from 
the day we commenced to manufac­ 
ture salt instead of going up it wont 
down. 
To-day you can buy a barrel 
of salt in the valley where I live for 
50 cents, and it has been cheapened 
under the robbing process of our 
tariff. 
[ Applause.] If we had never 
had that tariff we would never have 
had that competition and the price of 
salt would still be way up. 
Take an­ 
other industry. 
Take ateel rails. 
Under the process of the tariff they 
have been steadily going down until 
to-day they are $32 a ton in the mar­ 
ket. 
There is a similar good record 
for silk. 
The Republican party, in 
the light of the past, has concluded 
that the best thing to do is to protect 
every industry in the United States. 
Next election President Cleveland will 
find out what the fanners mean by 
free wool. 
He already knows what 
they think up in Oregon. 
And I 
would build up not only Minnesota, 
but every state in this great country. 
Think of your mines, your great 
forests. 
Think of what nature has 
done for you here. 
Do you think tie* 
Lork would have built the state that 
way if he had supposed it was going 
Democratic ? 
Your state was built up 
by nature’s God with the intention 
that it should be run by the Republi­ 
can party [laughter]; that it should 
be occupied by men who know how 
to build up American industry. 
Another thing we said in that plat­ 
form was that one thing to be done 
with that surplus is to build up the 
merchant marine. 
It was also said 
t hat we should strengthen our forts and 
give America standing abroad there­ 
by. 
And another word was said for 
the soldiers who had fought for this 
country. 
Now President Cleveland 
is going to hear from these soldiers 
it the next election. 
He has had 
four years with them, and they will 
make it right with him in about five 
minutes when the time comes. 
The 
l>oys don’t like just what Cleveland 
has done in that pension matter. The 
soldiers have an idea that Cleveland’s 
heart is not just right in this matter. 
The soldiers of the country are going 
to vote more solidly for Harrison than 
they ever voted for any candidate be­ 
fore. 
And we also declare for the 
home and for sobriety in that plat­ 
form.

The man with actual ready 
cash could then, with the same amount 
buy twice as much as he can with it 
now. 
This is a matter for every poor 
man to consider in the present cam­ 
paign, for every fair minded man 
must admit that lower tariff or free 
trade means less remuneration for tho 
wage worker than at present.

T he Journal says that more than 
three times as many people come 
from Germany as oome from England. 
This is true of England, alone, but 
inasnmcli as all Great Britain 
Eng­ 
land, Scotland, Ireland and Wales— 
are alike affected by English free 
trade laws, and ought, therefore, to 
be taken together in this comparison, 
let us see just what the emigration of 
these countries is. The population of 
Germany is 46,852,780, and 
Great 
Britain has a population of 35,241,582. 
During the sixty years proceeding 
the last compilations, there came from 
Germany to this country 3,000,000 of 
people, and from Great Britain 4,600,- 
000. 
In other words protection Ger­ 
many with a population of nearly 
forty-seven million of souls gives up 
3,000,000 of her people, while free 
trade Great Britain, with only three- 
fourths as much of a population sends 
us 4,600,000. 
Based upon the popu­

Daniel Web­ 
ster, rising to speak at a poultry show, 
was unable to continue in rivalry 
with a giant Shanghai which began 
to air its lungs itt the same moment, 
and had to resume his seat in confu­ 
sion. Erskine was always exetreinelv 
sensitive to alack of interest by his 
audience. 
“Who can get on with 
that wet blanket of a face of yours 
before him?" la* said once to Garrow, 
who was Engaged with him in a cause. 
Iiisfirst speech in the House of Lords 
was a humiliating failure, owing to 
the action of Chatham, who, as a 
speaker began, took lip a pen and 
made a few notes as if with the in­ 
tention of n plying; but,after listening 
a few moments, lie dashed pen and 
paper upon thefloorw itha contempt­ 
uous smile. This indifference, real 
or pretended, completely upset Ers­ 
kine, whose “voice faltered; he strug­ 
gled through tie* remainder of his 
speech, and sank into his seat dis­ 
pirited. and shorn of his fame.” 
Burke was also extremely sensitive.

The early east Tennesseans have 
no doubt a claim to priority in mod­ 
ern abolition, 
in tic* inauguration 
of the movement lookingto t he aboli­ 
tion of slavery throughout the union, 
sic* ciiri justly claim precedence. As 
early as 1814 ami 1815 Charles Os­ 
born established abolition societies 
in Washington county. 
In the year 
1*S2<> Klihu Embree commenced in 
.lot: *-! oro t he Emancipator, devoted 
to tii** cause of the emancipation ot 
the slaves. Mr Fmbm* 1 lied early in 
lK21.and his paper passed into the 
hands ot Benjamin Lundy, was n*- 
moved to (1 reetiville and the name 
was changed to th** < hnius of 1 ni ver­ 
sa 1 Emancipation. 
It was published 
in Greenville t ill 1K24, when here- 
m o v e d it to Baltimore. 
It was not 
until 1829 that Wiiliain Lloyd Gar­ 
rison, a young Bostonian, joined 
Lundy in Baltimore. 
It was in this 
convention that Garrison first made 
th»* reputation for which he suffered 
ina Baltimore prison, 
lb* was in- 
dm tl by Lundy in Boston, the year 
before, to give his attention to the 
question. 
The convention that formed tie* 
first constitution of Ten ness* *e gave 
the clod ive franchise to all free men, 
and. under it free negroes voted till 
1834, when they were deprived of 
that right under the new constitu­ 
tion.

FIFTIETH CONGRESS. 


A inimt>or of bills were reported and placed 
an Hie calendar, am ong them being the sun­ 
dry civil appropriation bill. 
The hill to place John C. Frem ont on the 
retired list as m ajor general of the arm y, was 
taken up, and, after considerable discussion, 
passed by a vote of yeas 29; nays 21. 
The conference report on the post office np- 
opriatiou bill was received and on m otion 
PNf i- 
Plum b t in- senate receded from its 
iii.ndm ent known as the subsidy am end 
Incut. 


On m otion of Mr. rian ly , of Missouri, the 
senate bill was passed authorizing the con­ 
st ruction of a bridge across the Arkansas 
river at Cummings Landing, Ark. 
The house then went into committee of the 
whole (.Mr. Springer, of Illinois, in the chair) 
on the tariff bill, the internal revenue feature 
Iwing pending. 
Mr. Nicholls, of North Carolina, offered an 
amendment repealing all internal taxes. Re­ 
jected. 
.Mr. Sowden again offered his amendment 
abolishing the tax on fruit spirits. 
Alter a long debate Mr. Bowden’s amend­ 
ment was rejected by a vote of 44 to 7!». 
At the night session of the house a bill was 
passed which appropriates $.'1,000 to erect a 
range lighthouse at Duluth. The bill author­ 
izing the Winona A .Southwestern Railway 
company to build a bridge across the M issis­ 
sippi river at Winona, Minn., was reported 
favorably to the house. 
There were two pending amendments, one 
offered by Mr. Wise, of Virginia, repealing 
the tax on cigars, cheroots and cigarettes, 
and one by Mr. Bowden, of Pennsylvania, 
aholishiug the tax on spirits distilled from 
apples, peaches and other fruits. 
Mr. Wise.s amendment was defeated—43 to 
78—and Mr. Bowden s was withdrawn. 


A resolution instructing the committee on 
interstate commerce to inquire into the pro­ 
priety of extending the interstate commerce 
law to telegraph and express companies, and 
7> railroad companies not now subject to it, 
^ s i t during the recess of congress, and to 
appoint a clerk and stenographer, was of­ 
fered by Mr. Cullom and referred to t he com­ 
mittee on contingent expenses. 
The senate then proceeded to the consider­ 
ation of the senate bill for the form ation 
and admission into the union of the state ot 
W ashington—to be composed of the present 
territory of W ashington and p art of Idaho 
territory. 
Mr. H oar interrupted the reading of the 
bill and gave notice, at the request of Mr. 
Frye, who has the fishery treaty in charge

The deadlock over the river nnd harbor 
bill has finally ended.

Then* are now two 
propositions before the committee; one is to 
recommit the bill to the subcommittee with 
instructions to take further testim ony and 
to report to the full committee next winter. 
The other is to refer it back to the subcom­ 
mittee with instructions to make an immedi­ 
ate recommendation of some kind to the 
full committee.

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RAILROAD DYNAMITERS. 


A rrest of a Number of B urlington 
Employees 
Charged w ith Conspiracy. 
For several days the Chicago papers have 
lieen filled with long reports of an alleged 
dynam ite conspiracy against the Burlington 
railroad; a number of arrests were made, 
uml numerous exam inations have taken 
place. 
An 
outline 
of 
the 
case 
against the members of the Brotherhood 
of Engineers 
and Firemen, 
accused 
ol 
complicity in the plot against the Chicago, 
Burlington & Quincy road, was formally pre­ 
sented in court. The statem ent was made 
by United States District Attorney Ewing, 
upon the arraignm ent of six of the accused— 
Chief Banereisen and his comrades, Coding, 
Wilson, Bowles, Broderick and Smith. The 
presentm ent caused a great sensation. 
The 
statem ent of the district attorney was ap­ 
parently based largely upon a confession of 
one of the six. Alex Smith. The latter sat 
a p a rt from the other defendants, and dogged­ 
ly declined to In* represented by the Brother­ 
hood attorneys. 
Subsequently Bowles made n confession but 
the text of his squeal w as not made public. 
A preliminary exam ination followed. 
The 
United States officials; it is said, have de­ 
cided to hring a charge of conspiracy, a 
crime which can be punished by two years’ 
imprisonment in the penitentiary or a fine of 
$10,000, or both. Tw o women were brought 
into the court room , nnd given seats De­ 
hind the desk. One of them was said to 
be the woman to whom Bowles, though 
a m arried man, 
made 
love 
while

Smith, the Aurora brotherhood fireman who 
turned informer, was the first witness called. 
He was interrupted a t the very outset by 
Lawyer David for the defense, moving that 
all evidence concerning Informer Bowles be 
stricken out on the ground th at he was not 
now under investigation. David also asked 
to have the testim ony of Informer Kelley and 
witness Lloyd nullified because tbev men­ 
tioned none of the defendants but Howies, 
and the evidence was therefore incompetent. 
District A ttorney Ewing contended th at it 
would be shown th at the dynam ite was pur­ 
chased and delivered by some, a t least of the 
defendants. The court let it stand, utid then 
Bmith was taken off the box, and J. J. Kel­ 
ley, Chairman Uoge's clerk, m ulled to a lim- 
ii th at his name was Charles Cordell in a 
flirtation he had with two ladies in Chicago 
in 1881. 
Smith was arrested after having been sub­ 
jected to a cross exam ination of great length 
by defendant’s counsel. They failed of their 
purpose to get him to contradict- himself, 
but did establish the fact th at he knew noth­ 
ing about the dynam ite found on the train 
when Broderick, Bowles and Wilson were a r­ 
rested. 
A conference was held a t the office of the 
Burlington road, a t which the road was 
represented by President Perkins, Vice Presi­ 
dent Beasley, General M anager Stone, W irt 
Dexter and J. W, Bly. The other side was 
represented by Chief Arthur, of the Loco­ 
motive Engineers; Chief Sargent, of the Loco­ 
motive Firemen, and Alexander Sullivan, 
their attorney. The arrival of A rthur ami 
Sargent in Chicago has been kept a secret 
until the conference was 
over. Chairmen 
Hoge and Murphy were also present. The 
officials of the two Brotherhoods assured the 
railroad men th at they had nosym puthy with 
dynamiters. At the conference, the strike 
ami the situation as it affected the public 
and the parties to this struggle was dis­ 
cussed. All agreed th a t it would be well if the 
strike could be ended. 
President Perkins was 
seen after the conference and said nothing 
was definitely settled. Touching the meeting, 
President Hoge said: 
Propositions were subm itted by both sides 
to the controversy, looking tow ard a settle­ 
ment of the strike. W hat these propositions 
were I am not a t liberty to state. They 
have not taken tangible form nnd will not 
until another conference is held which will be 
in a few days. 
Mr. Hoge then showed a telegram which 
was sent from Davenport to W. F. Gould and 
which read as follows: 
“Owing to certain events the men a t this 
point decide th a t we had better adopt ex­ 
treme measure.” 
‘’This is only one out of many telegrams 
of a similar nature,” said the chairman, 
“ which 
have reached 
here. 
This 
one 
is addressed to Chairman Gould, of the Rock 
Island 
grievance committee, 
and 
shows 
which wav the wind s blowing. He also said 
th at a general meeting of chairmen of griev­ 
ance committees of nearly every line running 
out of Chicago would be held, at which action 
will Ik* taken to resent the wholesale arrests 
and persem tions which have occurred in Chi­ 
cago during the past ten days.

strike on the road represented or it may 
mean a boycott on the “Q,” which would 
eventually term inate in a strike. The meet­ 
ing will decide that question.” 
“ Do you think there will Is* a strike?” 
“ Well, the men on the Grand Trunk, Rock 
Island and Northwestern, am ong others, are 
very sore of these arrests, and will certainly 
speak in no uncertain tone when the time 
comes. They do not believe in dynamite; 
neither do they believe in persecutions.” 
“ Will this meeting have the power to de­ 
clare a strike w ithout the sanction of Chief 
A rthur?” 
“ Yes. sir; and thev will do it if necessary 
The support of A rthur is only for its moral 
and financial effect. If any of the systems 
conclude to strike and Arthur refuses to sanc­ 
tion the move, we receive no support from 
the brotherhood. But at the same 
time 
the Chairman of any system can declare a 
strike on th a t system, provided the brother 
hood employed there desire it.” 
In a later interview .Chairman Hoge is said to 
have stated th a t satisfactory arrangem ents 
had been made by which the “Q" is not to I* 
subjected to any further molestation growing 
out of the strike, w hich w as to be declared off. 
and that the road in turn would cease its 
prosecution of those arrested for complicity 
in the dynam ite conspiracy, 
A DETECTIVE IN THE BBOTHERUOOD. 
Another sensation was sprung upon the 
defense iu the “Q” dynam ite case. John Wil­ 
son one of the prisoners who was arrested 
with Broderick and Bowles ns an arch con­ 
spirator and a brotherhood engineer, cooly 
left his seat in the group of which Broderick 
and Bauereisen were members, and walked 
over to the side of the room where t he prose­ 
cuting attorney sat and took a chair beside 
Mr. Dawes, with whom he began to chat in 
a friendly manner. Then it was developed 
th at Wilson was not nn engineer, not n 
brotherhood man, and n o t even Wilson. Ilis 
name is John Mulligan, and he is a Pinker­ 
ton detective, nnd not only is this the case, 
but it appears he has had the confidence ol 
all the prisoners and their attorneys. 
The expose was brought about by the 
lawyers too closely pressing the cross-exami­ 
nation of Supt. McGinn, of the Pinkerton 
agency, who was on the witness stand. The 
sujierintendent had the alternative of an 
awkward refusal to answer pertinent questions 
concerning Wilson, or cause the latter to 
show up in true colors. McGinn chose the 
latter. 
Wilson or Mulligan obeyed a signal, 
and quickly sprang across the room to the 
side of the prosecution. 
When the commotion susided, Supt. Mc­ 
Ginn related the circumstances of Broderick, 
one of the inspectors, throwing a mysterious 
letter ou t of the car window at the time ol 
his arrest, and the subsequent recovery of the 
letter. The motive of Broderick in ridding 
himself of the missive, and the extreincsecret- 
iveuess of the officials in guarding its con­ 
tents is not apparent-. 
Bowles, the engineer informer, was the next 
witness of importance. He began by telling 
of a secret meeting of the Brotherhood in 
Aurora. Witness said; 
t hief Bauereisen made a statem ent th a t we 
should do something; th a t the company was 
getting ahead of us. ID* said th at it would 
not do for him to do anything in regard to 
the use of dynamite, but it could l*e used with 
good effect. After the meeting was over 
some conversation passed l*etween him and 
myself, and I made the statem ent to him 
th at I knew how to use it; that I had seen it 
used in the gravel pit. He wanted to know 
if I could get any of it, and I told him I 
thought 1 could. He told me to go and get 
it. 
He gave me $7.50 to get it. 
Bowies was ttlso allowed to explain the 
contents of a letter received by him from 
Bauereisen at Noblesviile, enclosing money 
and the instruction to “ take plenty of goods 
to Presto.** By goods he said dynam ite was 
meant. 
Under cross-examination Bowles adm itted 
that he hail told both attorneys for the <Je 
fense, w hile in the county jail, th at lie was 
an innocent man; th a t he did not know any­ 
thing of the use of dynamite, and th at he 
had lied repeatedly to them and to others as 
to his innocence and about other m atters. 
“ B ut,” he added naively, “I was not od 
oath then.”

DISEASEFROM BEASTS. 


Tho fact th a t m any of the diseases 
which affect anim als are capable of 
being contracted by m an is no long­ 
er a m atter for discussion. 
We see 
evidences of its tru th on till sides and 
we m ake use of the knowledge in or­ 
der to protect ourselves from other 
disease's to which m ankind is subject. 
Thus we tak e the m atter engendered 
by the cowpox and by inoculating 
ourselves with it protect ourselves 
from th a t great scourge of former 
days—smallpox. It is well known, 
too, th a t P asteur asserts his ability 
to secure the im m unity of the hum an 
subject from hydrophobia by inocula­ 
ting with attenuated hydrophobia 
virus, b u t it is by no m eans yet 
proved th a t his efforts have in a sin- 
gle case been successful. The late 
Mr. Darwin relied upon the fact th a t 
anim als are subject to m any of the 
diseases which are m et with in m an­ 
kind for one of bis 
chief argu­ 
ments in favor of tho identity of 
origin of m an and those below him 
in the scale of creation. Thus not 
only hydrophobia and sm allpox, but 
glanders, cholera and certain skin 
diseases, can be communicated from 
anim als to m an. In 
addition to 
these strictly contagious affi'ctions, 
the lower anim als are subject to o th ­ 
er diseases to which m an is liable. 
Among these are consum ption, ca­ 
tarrh , apoplexy, inllam ation of the 
bowels and certain affections of the 
brain and spinal cord, m using con­ 
vulsions, trem or and paralysis. 
PARASITIC INFECTION. 
Among the m ost im portant dis­ 
eases which we co n tract from the 
lower anim als are those which are 
due to parasites of various kinds. As 
these sometimes pro*luce fatal results 
and as thev are all more or 1< ss pre­ 
ventable I propose to restrict what I 
have to say at this tim e to the con­ 
sideration of some of those diseases 
which are due to the presence of vari­ 
ous organic 1 icings which m an *!•*- 
rives from the 
domestic 
anim als 
which m inister to his wants. 
Most farm ers a re fa miliar with what 
is called mcaslcd pork, but few per- 
si ms outside of the medical profession 
know in w hat the condition really 
consists. The general belief is th a t 
it is 
a 
disjisc 
sim ilar 
to 
the 
taeasles 
to 
which 
the 
hum an 
race 
is 
subject. 
With th a t dis­ 
ease, however, it has no analogy. A 
hog th a t is measly is inhabited, so to 
speak, 
bv 
num erous 
organism s, 
called in learned phraseology cyst iccr- 
cus, or, in the vernacular, bladder 
worm, which name is due to the fact 
th at its body .consists of a vesicle 
which is large enough to Ik* visible to 
the naked eye. This body lias a com­ 
paratively long nock and a round head 
to which num erous hooks are a t­ 
tached, by means of which it can ad ­ 
here to any part of the body in which 
it m ay settle. Besides the hog it is 
frequently met with in sheep. The' 
ch ief danger to man arising from tlx* 
existence of this parasite is due to 
the fact of its predilection for the hog. 
It is destroyed by a tem perature of 
170 degrees Fahrenheit and as we do 
not often eat our m utton without 
first cooking it (although m utton 
ham s dried and smoked are some­ 
times taken without lieing cooked) 
we are n o t very liable to set these 
organism s into our system from 1 liis 
source. Certain classes of qur popu­ 
lation, however, are iu the habit of 
eating pork which has Iwen subjected 
to no m ore thorough cooking th an 
such as has been afforded by the 
smoke house, and this is never suf­ 
ficient 
to 
kill 
the 
cyst icereuM. 
As 
a 
consequence 
tie* 
anim al 
obtains a lodgement in the hum an 
body and if it is content to nmj*e its 
way to the muscles and rem ain there 
quietly it does little or no harm . But 
its habits appear to la* m igratory, 
and hence it n o t frequently makes 
excursions into the eye or the brain 
or other im p o rtan t organs, giving 
rise to serious sym ptom s and fre­ 
quently causing death. 
It appears 
to have a particular liking for the 
brain at.d especially for th a t m ost 
im p o rtan t p a rt of this organ—the 
gray m atter. Epilepsy, acute m ania, 
imbecility and stu p o r are the conse­ 
quence of its presence nnd death 
usually ends the series of m orbid dis­ 
turbances. 
A great difficulty in the w ay of fhe 
successful 
treatm en t 
of 
diseases 
caused by cysticercus is due to the 
fact th a t we have no m eans of recog­ 
nizing their presence in the brain un­ 
til we come to make a post-m ortem 
exam ination, the sym ptom s which 
they produce not being distinguisha­ 
ble during life from those caused by 
the morbific factors. 
It lias, how­ 
ever, been removed from the eye by a 
surgical operation, but we are not 
w arranted in the present sta te of our 
knowledge 
in 
perforating 
the 
skull in a search 
for these ani­ 
mals. Prevention,) however, is very 
easy. In the first place, the pork in­ 
tended to be eaten should be care­ 
fully examined and. if even if one or 
tw o cysticerei should escape observa­ 
tion, proper cooking would inevita­ 
bly deprive them of vitality. 
It is 
by our own neglect, therefore, th a t 
tiiey ever obtain lodgment in the hu­ 
m an body. 


NOT A PLE A SA N T FE L L O W . 
Among the earliest known of hu­ 
m an parasites the tapew orm occu­ 
pies a distinguished place. 
Two 
of these anim als evince their predi­ 
lection for m an as a 
habitation. 
Both of these species have heads and 
long segmented bodies, but they are 
n o t equally troublesom e, for while 
one is arm ed with either two or four 
suckers and with a crown of small 
hooks by m eans of which it fastens 
itself to its dwelling place and is with 
difficulty dislodged, the other is un­ 
armed and is therefore more easily 
gotten rid of. The head of either of 
these varieties is the p a rt from which 
the rest of the body is developed, 
and therefore, if all the segments 
should be expelled, so long as the 
head remained new segments and 
therefore a new body 
would 
be 
produced. 
The history of the development of 
the tapew orm shows th a t here again 
were m an sufficiently careful its exis­ 
tence within his body would be im­ 
possible, for it is generally, if n o t in­ 
variably, though eating flesh infested 
with the em bryos and which is not 
sufficiently cooked th a t they m ake 
their entrance into his system. From 
w hat exact source the anim als in 
question ab tain the eggs in which the 
em bryos are contained is not definite­ 
ly known, but when they do get into 
their stomachs the egg covering is 


broken the embryos are set free and, 
not finding a congenial house, make 
their way at once to various parts 
of the body, especially the muscles 
and flesh. There they remain quies­ 
cent, reaching no further st ag** of de­ 
velopment until they are eaten by 
man. Then they awaken into activ­ 
ity, for they now find for the first 
time in their existence the food which 
is necessary to enable them to arrive 
at maturity. 
The arm ed tapew orm comes to us 
through the pig, while the unarm ed 
is acquired from eating the raw or 
imperfectly cooked flesh of the ox. 
This latter is frequently introduced 
into the system through the grate* 1 
or finely cut raw beef which is given 
to the sick parsons. It is said th a t 
in Abyssinia every person has his 
tapew orm , because the people of th a t 
country prefer to eat their beef in a 
raw state. 
THE TRICHINA THE WORST. 
B ut of all the parasites to which 
m an is subject the trichina is the 
w orst and the m ost to Ik* feared, for 
n o t only does it cause alm ost invari­ 
ably the death of those so unfor­ 
tu n ate as to l>e its subject, but 
through it theeommeree of nations is 
to a g reat extent impeded. Her*? 
again the flesh of the pig is the 
medium through which it enters tie* 
hum an system , and as t he American 
hog iH either justly or unjustly re­ 
garded by European governm ents as 
lieing above all others liable to be 
inflicted, they unite to exclude our 
pork from their territories. How the 
trichina get into the hog was for 
a 
long 
tim e 
a 
m atter 
of 
g reat 
doubt, 
but the fact 
np- 
pears to be now pretty well estab­ 
lished th a t the pig gets them from 
his fondness for the flesh of the ra t, 
in 
which anim al these parasites 
abound. Where tlx* ra ts get them 
is still unknown. Both in th e rat 
and tlx* hog the trichina remain un­ 
developed. They li** incisted in tlx* 
flesh with a potential vitality which 
would never lie called into the body 
of m an.

How' Calico Got Its Name. 
Sniitli’K Ri*nearcbi*r. 
The derivation of this word is very 
interesting as of such an ancient date 
is its origin. Mrs. Leonowcnssnysin 
her “Travels in India,” th at in the 
year 1408, just ten m onths and two 
days after leaving the p o rt a t Lisbon, 
Vasco da Gama landed on the coast 
of M alabar at Calicut, or, m oreprop- 
erlv, Kale Rhoda, “City of tlx* Black 
Goddess.” Calicut was a t th a t period 
not only a very ancient seaport, but 
an extensive territory, whirli, stretch­ 
ing along tlx* westeren coast ofsouth- 
ern India, reached fresh Bombay and 
the adjacent islands to Cape Comorin. 
I t was a t an early period so famous 
for its weaving and dyeing of cotton 
cloth th a t its nam e became identified 
with the m anufactured fabric, whence 
the nam e calico. It is now generally 
adm itted th a t this ingenious a rt orig­ 
inated in India in rem ote ages, and 
from th a t country found its way to 
E gypt. It was n o t until the middle 
of tlx* seventeenth century th a t calico 
printing w as introduced into Europe. 
A knowledge o fth e a r t was acquired 
by some of the servants of the Dutch 
E ast India com pany and carried to 
Holland, whence it was introduced in 
London in the year 1676. 
It is sur­ 
prising for grown-up children, as well 
as our young folks, to learn th a t 
“ Pliny as early as the first century 
m entions in his n atu ral history th a t 
there existed in E gypt a wonderful 
m ethod 
of dyeing white cloth.” 
Calico cannot be despised when it 
boasts of such antiquity. The shod­ 
dy made-up of the present day m ay 
look down with contem pt upon the 
calico dress, b u t w h at kind of lineage 
has it? the calico can proudly ask.
